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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for contmued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 4-11-3 
has been entered. 

Applicant's arguments filed 4-11-3 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The claims remain rejected for the reasoris of record. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
The claims do not clearly define the invention. The invention can not be understood 
and practiced by reading the claims. The content of the original sample is unclear: 
Also, without defirung the cells within the original sample, separating the smallest 30% 
of a sample will not ensure the result applicant requires. The original sample needs to 
be better defined. The role of the "binding" agents is also unclear. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-27, & 39-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant's claims fail to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention as the claims do not set forth the actual 
steps or methodology of applicant's invention. Essential steps or experimental 
parameters are missing from the claims. 

Please note that the language of a claim must make it clear what subject matter 
the claim encompasses to adequately delineate its "metes and bounds". See, e.g., the 
following decisions: In re Hammack, 427 F 2d. 1378, 1382, 166 USPQ 204, 208 (CCPA 
1970); In re Venezia 530 F 2d. 956, 958, 189 USPQ 149, 151 (CCPA 1976); In re Goffe, 526 
F 2d. 1393, 1397, 188 USPQ 131, 135 (CCPA 1975); In re Watson, 517 F 2d. 465, 477, 186 
USPQ 11, 20 (CCPA 1975); In re Knowlton 481 F 2d. 1357, 1366, 178 USPQ 486, 492 
(CCPA 1973).
